02 ſuffer any Beere oꝛ Ale to bee receiued oz bꝛought into the ſaide Gaole oz Pꝛiſon, but oneil y -/ * 4 
d the p2ice of eight ſHillings the barrell, oz of foure ſhillings the barrell, noꝛ ſuffer the dio) 
lute ſoꝛt ot Pꝛiloners in the Common gaole, to haue any Wine at all to be bzought vnto them.. 


3 Thirdly, that there be a full Ale⸗quart of eight fillings Weere oꝛ Ale ſolde foꝛ a peny, yy ee. 
and ſo delivered to the Pꝛiſoners, and accoꝛding to that rate, pint oz halte pint ; andthe like 


meature or toure unuings Beere 02 Ale roꝛ a hyaife peny : and that the Pꝛiloners haue Bead 
and all other Uictuals accoꝛding to the aſſize,and at vſuall and common pꝛtzes, and that there 
be no oppreſſion 62 exaction foꝛ their beds oꝛ lodging. 


4 Fourthly, that the Gaoler, Keepers, Seruants, oꝛ vnder Officers in the ſaide gaole, <> -____ 
Hall not ſuffer the taking of Tobacco by the diſſolute ſoꝛt of pꝛiſoners in the comniongaole : „ 
And to that end ſhall ſearch and view all whatſoeuer that ſhall be bꝛought into the ſaid pꝛilon 
toꝛ the vſe of any pꝛiloner there, that no Tobacco noꝛ Tobacco-pipes, Candles, oz other 
things tofire their Tobacco be bzought to them. 


5 Fiftly, That the ſaide Gaolers, keepers, ſeruants, oꝛ vnder Officers, do take ſuch care „ 
and vſe ſuchdiligence, that the men pꝛiloners and women pꝛiſoners bee kept aſunder, and not Z 424, 
ſuffered to come together in a nie part of the ſaide pꝛilon, except it be at the time of dinine Ser-  - * 
uice, receiuing of the Sacrament, oz hearing of Sermons, 


6 Dirtly,that the ſaid Gaoler, keepers, ſeruants,o2 vnder Officers, all not take anyfee fe 4 A 
of any Pꝛiſoner committed foꝛ Fellony, oꝛ ſuſpition of Fellony, noꝛ of any perſon that aii ,.: >. 
haue occaſion to come oꝛ relozt to them oz to any of them, to bꝛing them meate, dzink,o2 other / e 99-5» © 
needfull pꝛouilions, foꝛ, oz in reſpect onely of turning of the key, oꝛ opening the dooꝛe foꝛ uch 
perſon bꝛinging luch pꝛouilion to any pꝛiloner. 


7 Seuenthly, That the ſaide Gaoler, keepers, Seruants, oꝛ vnder Officers, ſhal not ſuf- 
fer any woman to be with any man pꝛiloner alone in the pꝛiſon, but onely the C Mife, Mo⸗ 


ther, Siſter, oꝛ neere kinl woman ofſuch pꝛiloner, and lo knowne to the keeper befoze lhe bee 
aduutted. 
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8 Eightly, that the ſaide gaoler, keepers, ſeruants, oꝛ vader Officers, ſhall take no Tceccses 
foꝛ, oꝛ in — of releaſe oꝛ eale of Irons, but ſuch as at his perill hee may lawfully iuſtify © - 
and auow. | 
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X — centiouſneſſe of Pꝛiſoners: and to the end hencekoꝛth to 
take away all manner of hope in ſuch as Mall bethither ſent foꝛ offences, that they Wall not 
finde ſuch lewd and ſhamefull comfozts as they haue Heeretofoze there found, and to the end, 
to containe the Pziſoners within a diſcipline, that Mutinies and Jnſolencies may bee pꝛe⸗ 
uented. 


1. Firſt, It is thought fit, oꝛdered, and Commanded by the Lozd Maioꝛ and Court hb 
Aldermen, That the Mater of the ſame Gaole, bee attendant humſelfe vpon the ſaid Gaole < --» 
and that the ſame be not Farmed out, directly, noꝛ by any manner cunning oꝛ indirect meane 
whatlſoeuer. 


2 Secondly, That the Gaoler, Keepers, Seruants, oꝛ vnder Officers, Mall not permit 
oꝛ ſuffer any Beere 92 Ale to bee receiued oz bꝛought into the ſaide Gaole oz Pꝛiſon, but one 
of the pace of eight lhillings the barrell, oz of foure ſhillings the barrell, noꝛ ſuffer the diſſſo nn 

lute ſoꝛt ot Pꝛiloners in the Common gaole, to haue any Wine at all to be bzought vnto them. 


3 Thirdlp, that there be a full Ale⸗quart ot eight ſhnillings Weere oꝛ Ale ſolde foꝛ a penp, 5 f 
and ſo delivered to the Pꝛiſoners, and accoꝛding to that rate, pint oꝛ halte pint: and the like 


meaure or toure unuings eere 02 Ale toꝛ a haife peny : and that the Pꝛiloners haue Bꝛead 
and all other Uictuals accoꝛding to the aſſiʒe, and at vſuall and common p2izes,and that there 
be no oppꝛeſſion oꝛ exaction foꝛ their beds oꝛ lodging. 


4 Fourthly, that the Gaoler, Keepers, Seruants, oz vnder Officers in the ſaide gaole, 
Hall not ſufer the taking of Tobacco by the diſſolute loꝛt of pꝛiloners in the comnion gaole : 
and to that end ſhall ſearch and view all whatſoeuer that (all be bꝛought into the ſaid priſon 
{02 the vſe of any pꝛiloner there, that no Tobacco noꝛ Zobacco-pipes, Candles, oz other 
things to fire their Tobacco be bzought tothem, 


5 Fiftly, That the ſaide Gaolers, keepers, ſeruants, oꝛ vnder Officers, do take ſuch care, 
and vle ſuch diligence, that the men pꝛiloners and women pꝛiſoners bee kept aſunder, and not /e&c.- 44, 
ſuffered to come together in anie part of the ſaide pꝛiſon, except it be at the time of dinine der⸗ 
nice, receiuing of the Sacrament, oz hearing of Sermons, ; 


6 Sixtiy,that the ſaid Gaoler, keepers,ſeruants,o2 vnder Officers, hall not take any fer Fort. . 
of any Pꝛiſoner committed foꝛ Fellony, oz ſuſpition of Fellony, noꝛ of any perſon that jail <7 Y 
haue occaſion to come oꝛ reloꝛt to them oz to any ot them, to bꝛing them meate, dꝛink, oꝛ other = 99-5» © 
needfull pzouilions, foꝛ, oz in reſpect onely ot turning ot the key, oꝛ opening the dooze foꝛ fuch 5 © © 
perſon banging ſuch pꝛouilion to any pꝛiloner. 


7 Seuenthly, That the ſaide Gaoler, keepers, Seruants, oꝛ vader Officers, ſhal not ſuf- 
fer any Woman to be with any manwpziloner alone in the pꝛiſon, but onely the Cife, Mo⸗ 
ther, Siſter, oꝛ neere kin woman ofſuch pꝛiloner, and ſo knowne to the keeper befoze lhe bee 
admitted. 


8 Eightly, that the ſaide gaoler, keepers, ſeruants, oꝛ vader Officers, ſhall takeno ces 
foꝛ, oꝛ in relpec of releaſeoꝛ eaſe of Irons, but ſuch as at his perill hee may lawfully iuſtifye + - © 
and auow. | 


9 Ninthly, that if any Pꝛiloners mutiny, oꝛ bee inſolent, oꝛ (Hall harten oꝛ giue euiil ex- 
ample to others, in ſtirring other pꝛiſoners m woꝛd oꝛ deedetomutiny, that then ſuch pziſo- 
ner ſo offending, be loaden with moꝛe Jrons, and that he be put into the Dungeon, oꝛ other⸗ 
een iu the diſcretion of the Maſter keeper, ſo as the ſame chaſticement tend not to 
thelofſeofrife oz tumbe, 0 * 855 of 


10 Tenthly, foꝛ auoyding quarrelles in thegaole, that no pꝛiloner bee permitted to play 
in the ſaide gaole, at Cards, Dice, oz any other game whatſocuer. | 


11 Eleuenthly, Whereas there hath beene heeretofoze vſed a dꝛunken manner of Garnill) 
in Mine oꝛ other ſtrong dꝛinke, by all ſuch pꝛiloners as go to the Maiſters lide at theyꝛ firſt 
commitment to Newgate : Jt is oꝛdered and thought fit that the ſame vlage bee vtterly put 
doWne and dilallowed, and to be hencekoꝛth no moꝛe vled. 


12 Laſtly, That the gaoler noꝛ any ofthe vnder⸗keepers do take aboue twelue pence fo: Fes 
any one times attendance with any Pꝛiloner, when the ſame Pꝛiſoner is by Commandement <-> 
of any Juſtice of Peace to bee bꝛought befoze him. | 


The Gaoler offending in any ofthe Pzemiſſes, (hall foꝛ the firſt offence fozfeyte and pay , . -.. . 
twenty pounds, and foꝛ the ſecond offence foꝛty poundes, and foꝛ the third offence to loſe his 
place, and to bee foꝛ euer dilabled to keepe that gaole oz any other gaole, within the Citie ob 
London, and the Liberties thereof,
